Animus River: we’re working with Regions 8 and 6 to anticipate potential effects of the mine- 
tailings spill upon downstream users, and welcome Matt’s convening of a daily call. I’ve 
reached out to Navajo President Begay, and my team is working with NN EPA Director Dr. Ben, 
and the Arizona DEQ and Navajo Nation drinking water programs. Navajo Nation EPA advises 
that water being served to potentially affected communities is safe, as the San Juan River and 
Farmington (NM) water intakes were already shut due to high turbidity. We are sending staff to 
the Region 8 EOC.
